Paris, August 22.—The general result of 
the elections in Paris shows a return of one 
moderate candidate, thirteen advanced Re- 
publicdns and nine Irreconcilables.

GAWTRY GIVES BAIL. 


An Indictment for Perjury Against a 
New York Business Man. 

William M. Gawtry, a New York business 
man, Visited the Four Courts to-day in com- 
pany with bis counsel, John 
Krum, and with John G. 
Priest as ‘security. A bond = for 
$1,000 was given that Mr. Gowtry would ap- 
pear for trial on an_ indictment for 
perjury when wanted in the Criminal 
Court. The bill was found in the May term 
and is based on the alleged falsity of evidence 
given by Gawtryin a civilsuit before Judge 
Adams, of the St. Louis Circuit Court, last 
vear. That suit was on a_ note 
for 10,000 given Harrison Johnson 
by Gawtry, with Mrs. Annie Gawtry, the 
wife, who is quite wealthy in her 
own name, as indorser. Qn the back of 
the note appeared the following: 

“This indorsement being intended to charge 
my separate estate with payment of this 
note. : 

| Signed | ANNIE E. GAwWTRY.” 

Payment of the note being refused, suit 
was brought against Gawtry and his wife 
severally as weil as jointly, the design being 
to reach her separate estate under the clause 
given above. Gawtry, however, 
testified that the words “This 
indorsement,’”? and so on were not onthe 
back of the note when his wife put her name 
to it. Under the law the effect of his tes- 
timony. if believed would be to 
exempt his wifé’s separate estate. It was 
not accepted, however, bythe jury inthe 
civil court, and evidence was produced be- 
fore the grand jury on which an indictment 
for perjury was based.

Growth of the System as a Counter 
Movement to Chicago. 


Notwithstanding rumors tothe contrary, 
Eastern freicht rates are not disturb- 
ed to-day. The rate of 17's cents 
and 22': cents for eighth class freight to 
Boston and New York is still in effect. 
There will be no break here, 
for all the representatives of the 
several lines are anxious to hold. firmly to 
the existing rate asthe lowest paying basis. 
Efforts to break at the other end of the 
line will be stoutly resisted.

He feels confident that by a little 
study he can sufficiently perfeet himself in 
the English tongue. During his stay of a year 
in London he made great progress in the 
study of the language. He has already re- 
ceived invitations to lecture in Various cities 
of the United States. 


A Queer Cave. 
From the Chicago Times. 

The sulphur and alum cave in Truckee 
Valley is a wonderful sight, says a corre- 
spondent. To reach it one must elimb a dis- 
tance of forty feet up a steep mountain side, 
and by the time be gets there he~finds him- 
selfwell-nigh blown out. The entrance is 
about six by six, andthe eaye is said to ex- 
tendifto the mountain some O00 feet. The 
air is strongly impregnated with sulphur,and 
at tirstthe sensation experienced is not very 
avreeable, but soon this Wears off andis not 
again noticed until the entrance of the cave 
isreached and the fresh mountain air is 
snuffed. Ifollowed the cave a distance of 400 
feet, under great diflicuities, being compelled 
to crawl through the smallest apertures,which 
held a man fast did. he attempt to inflate his 
lungs. QOnceor twice [I felt that I would 
need assistance to pull me through, but 
by squeezing and pushing success tinally 
crowned my efforts. As far as | went the top 
and sides were entirely composed of sulphur, 
while the floor was a vein of alum water, and 
now and then a little sulphur mixed in with 
it. In many places a cool breeze was felt, but 
where ft canie from was one of those things 
past finding out. The only hving thing we 
met with was a smal) animal resembling a 
toad. It did not, however, hop, but crawled 
slowly, turtle-like,and had a‘very smooth 
and giossy skin. Whether it was a recular 
inhabitant of the cave I was unable to find 
out; but, if I Was asked to pass my opinion 
upon it, | should say no. as it was the only 
living animal that Was ever seen in Sulphur 
and Alum Cave. On my return I was greatly 
exhausted, and suddenly my nose commenced 
to bleed freely and continued to for some 
ten minutes. All my efforts to check it proved 


fruitless, and so I let it have its own course. 


From « gentieman who resided near the cave 
I learned that, owine to the hich altitude, 
tourists are generally served in that manner, 
and especially so when coming out of the 
cave.

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All Aboutthe Parotid Glands.

Now everybody will be wanting to know alt 
about the parotid glands, the right of which 
in the President is reported as in a state of 
inflammation.

Hit by a Fhousand Missiles. 

New Hlaven Dispatch to the New York Times. 
Maurice Reilly, who was employed in the 
priming-room at the Winchester Armorv at 
tl io per day, was terribly injured about 2:50 
o’clock this afternoon. He had been given 
«0,000 primers. (cartridge percussion caps) to 
prepare for insertion in cartridges. Their 
value was about $420. These primers are 
shells of thin brass, about a quarterof an inch 
in diameter. After fulminate has been plac- 
ed in them, it is covered with sheliae in order 
to hold the tin foil used to keep the explosive 
in place. Leilly Was arranging these 70,000 
primers preparatory to using the shellac when 
one of them exploded. The explosion was a 
little puff, a little flasb, and the flying away 
of a tiny piece of metal, but tbat little flash 
caused 77,000 pieces of metal to fly 
und resulted in one of the most serious 
accidents whieh has ever occurred at the ar- 
mory. The explosive power of the diminutive 
portion of fulminate in each primer was not 


. great but was suflicient to burv each of the 


thousands of pieces of metal which struck 
Reilly into bis flesh a distance of one-half to 
three-quarters of an inch. Many of these 
were buried in his eyes. There was no spot 
two inches square onthe front of Reilly’s 
person that did notshow where the shells bad 


penetrated, and his clothing was cutto picees. |

stood near by, and one of the pieces struck 
Reilly onthe instep, inflicting a wound which 
in itself was very painful. All his teeth were 
knocked out, and his leftarm was frightfully 
inangled, strips of flesh being torn off. The 
side of the building was shattered. (me win- 
dow was completely blown out, and two 
others were badly broken.

Wherever you g° 
you find the Jews apart; their children do 
not join in the gamesof the others in hotel 
gardens; they sit at table together, and while 
the other assembled guests bow and smile to 
each other and immediately begin a conversa- 
tion, no notice whatever is taken of the Jews. 
There are, indeed, one or two charming 
spots in the Thuringian forest which have be- 
come almost deserted by other tourists, stm- 
ply because the Jews flock thither.

nto the causes of this wave of anti-Jewish 
fecling now sweeping over Germany I cannot 
I fee}, however, unable to Dass 
hy the most painful experience of my visit to 
Germany after an absence of ten vears. The 
hue and ery being raised against the Socialists 
seems to an English mind irrational enough; 
what is that compared to the ‘Hep, hep, 
hep”? being raised against the Jews, and not 
by the ignorant and vulgar only, but bythe 
ventie and learned? What avail in Germany 
the teachings of the great Lessing, whose 
ideal, as high perhaps as any in imavinative 
literature, was a Jew’ If we look 
back a hundred vears (an English writer 
on German life and literature, Dr. Japp, is 
here an admirable guide) we shall see how 
deplorable was the position of the Jews in 
Germany then. Could the magnanimous 
spirit of Moses Mendelssohn revisit the earth 
and see What is now going on in Germany and 
Russia, he must surely despair of the educa- 
tionofthe humanrace as foreshadowed by 
his equall¥ magnanimous friend. **Nathanthe 
Wise’’ is often given in German theaters, and 
eaver audiences sit outthe long and some- 
What monotonous play for the sake of the 
noble diction and still nobler sentiments it 
contains. Butitis not **the letter that kill- 
eth, the spirit that keepeth alive.’’ Little 
avails the teaching of **Nathan the Wise’? in 
Germany just now.

THE STREETS. 


What the City Comptroller Has to 


Say About Their Condition. 


Mr. John Scudder Followed Up by Mr. 
E. L. Adreon. 


—— 


——— 


The statement published in Friday’s Post- 
DrispaTCH that the Commercial Club, an as- 
sociation of gentlemen who are devoting 
their leisure time to the advancement of the 
commercial interests of this city, had, by a 
series of comparative tables, come to the 
conclusion that St. Louis was away behind 
Chicago in all that pertained to trade and solid 
business resources created some comment 
that was not at all complimentary to the char- 
acter or resuit of the statistic hunt. It will 
be remembered that Mr. John Scudder in an 
interview placed the blame onthe city gov- 
ernment, which he made responsible for bad 
streets and other calamities which have 
come to be regarded as municipal fixtures. 

ln the absence of City Counselor Bell, bis 
assistant, Mr. Vernon Knapp, was inter- 
viewed. He pointed out sections 11 and 12 of 
article X. of the constitution, restricting 
the amount of taxation collectible, and plac- 
ing a positive limit to the expenditure of 
public moneys. 

‘What do you think of the condition of the 
streets?’ the reporter asked. “isn’t it true 
that little or no improvement is being done 
upon them?’ 

‘There is more work of that kind goirg on 
than you can imagine,’’ the assistant an- 
swered. 

‘‘] don’t see any alarming evidenees of it 
anywhere around here,’ said the P.-D. 


man. 

“Well, there are hundreds of thousands of 
dollars being expendedin that way in many 
parts of the town;’’ and the young attorney 
said this with the air of a man who knew 
what he was saying. 

When questioned about the finances of the 
city and the system of valuing property for 
taxution purposes, Mr. hnapp confessed that 
he knew nothing at all about those things, 
and referred the reporter to Comptroller 
Adreon. 

Mr. Adreon explained that ne perfectly un- 
derstood the meaning of Mr. Scudder’s as- 
sertion that the ‘*sources of the city’s reven- 
ues wele being neglected.” In this Mr. 
Scudder was right to a certain extent. The 
present taxation was sufficient to meet little 
more than the current expenses of the cov- 
ernment. He thenexplained that underthe 
old municipal government the city rate was 
+1 26 per $1,000 and the county rate ‘sc, mak- 
ipg an aygregute levy of $1 58 for municipal 
purposes alone, not including the interest 
rate. When the State Constitution 
was adopted in 18.5, limiting all 
cities of the size of St. Louis to $1, there was 
an immense reduction in the revenue, which 
was followed by a further cut at the time of 
the adoption of the scheme and charter, when 
the 35 cents from the county wasdone away 
with. Mr. Adreon could not form any idea 
of the amount of revenue lost to the city in 
this manner, but it Was 4 vast sum. 

**How is the city’s credit abroad?” the re- 
porter asked.

OLIVER D. FILLEY. 


Death of an Old and Well-Known Citt- 
zen of St. Louis. 

Mr. Oliver D. Filley le{t this citvtwo weeks 
awo for the bast, apparently in robust health. 
Yesterday a dispatch was received by his 
daughter, Mrs. Moore, announcing his death 
yesterday morning at Ilampton, a watering 
place about forty miles north of Boston. 
From a letter received since his departure 
it was learned that while on his journey he 
suffered a severe attack from kidnev com- 
plaint. A dispatch received nere last Friday 
announced that Mr. Filley was dangerously 
ill, and his son, Oliver B. Filley, hastened 
East to join his father. The remains will 
leave Hampton for St. Louis to-day, and Will 
reach this city on Thursday, 

Mr. Oliver Dwight Filley was « wative of 
Connecticut, where he was born On the 23d 
of May, 1806. Ilis father, Oliver Filley, was a 
menufacturer of tin, and he learned the tin- 
ner’s trade in his father’s establishment. 
Subsequently he worked at bis prade in Phila- 
delphia and Pittsburg. In 1829 Mr. Filley

This means that within 
the limit of time compatible with railroad 
construction the Pacific trains will leave 
what now constitutes the main line at Laba- 
die and come intothe city by way of anew 
route along the southern bank of the Missouri 
by Creve Cour Lake, and thence across St. 
Louis county to Laclede Station. Such astep 
was foreshadowed several weeks ago when the 


branch to the lake was opened. This was real- 
ly built, as it has has since been operated, by 
the Missouri Pacitic company. When the lake 
line Was completed another company Was 
formed to build from that terminus 
TO LABADIE 
on the Missouri Pacific, and the incorpora- 
tors set about securing the right of way. The 
Pacific people were behind the new company, 
but the project was undertaken in the name 
of outside capitalists, the idea being that 
right of way and other privileges could 
be obtained on more favorable terms than 
if the Pacific company appeared openly askizg 
for these privileges. The advantages of the 
new line are several. A saving of seven 
miles in distance is effected over the circuit- 
ous route which follows the windings of the 
Meramec River. But what is more, two very 
heavy grades, the Webster and Barrett 
hitls, are avoided. The section of the Mis- 
souri Pacific between Franklin and St. Louis 
has always been the cause of more trouble 
aud has furnished the scenes of more acci- 
dents than allthe rest of the road. From 
Labadie the old line makes a dle- 
tour to the south to reach 
Franklin, and then foliows the Meramec 
to Kirkwood. Bythe new route the detour 
is north instead of south, butis not so long 
BY SEVEN MILES. 

Labadie is nearly due west of St. Louis, and 
the lake lies north ofthe line. By the new 
road it is believed that the freight trains can 
be made one-third heavier than they are now. 

The St. Louis and San Francisco people, 
whose eastern terminus has been at Franklin, 
have been gradually coming to the conclusion 
that they must have their own road into St. 
Louis. The amount paid last year for 
the privilege of baving their trains hauled 
into the city by the Mirsouri Pacific was 
a third more than the interest would be on 
the cost Of a separate road. When they 
learned of the Creve Cour and Labadie cut- 
off they began to negotiate with the Missouri 
Pacific company for the purchase of the sec- 
tion between Franklin and the eity limits. 
With the cut-off in operation the Franklin 
road would become only 

A SUBURBAN BRANCH 

of the Missouri‘Pacific, and as Mr. Talmage 
has always claimed the suburban travel over 
it was unprofitable the San Francisco people 
supposed that the branch might 
be obtained reasonably. All overtures at 
first were rejected. The Missouri Pacific 
people declared they had not the remotest 
idea of parting with the Franklin branch. 

Then the San Francisco company decided 
to build without further delay their city con- 
nection. General Manager Rogers went be- 
fore the Municipal Assembly, and ina sur- 
prisingly short space of time obtained the 
right of way from the western city limits to 
the Union Depot. This was accomplished in 
spite of the secret opposition of other roads. 
With half the battle thus won Mr. Roecers 
put his Chief Engineer, Mr. Dunn, at work 
on the extension, and for a month several 

SURVEYING PARTIES 
have been at work between the city and Frarfk- 
lin. Indeed so vigorously has this part of the 
work been pushed by the engineers that the 
Meramec woods seemed full ofthem. When 
the San Francisco people had shown them- 
selves so muchin earnest an intimation ¥ 
received that after all the Missouri TP acttic 
might not be averse to parting with the 
Franklin road and reserving possession until 
the new line to Labadie was completed. Ne- 
votiations were resumed a couple of weeks 
avo, and on Saturday there was a gathering 
of representatives of both companies in New 
York to see if the tradecould be effected. The 
Pacific company is now 
WILLING TO SELL 
and the San Francisco company is 
not indisposed to purchase, although 
not so anxious 9s before the first negotiations. 
The hitch, however, lies with the mortgages 
under which the Missouri Pacilic rests. These 
are on the whoie road and property, the seec- 
tion from Franklin to St. Louis ineluded. The 
problem which the railroad lawyers have un- 
dertaken to solve is the transferof the Frank- 
lin sectiontothe San Francisco people in 
such a way that they will not become re- 
sponsible for any part of the mortgage. Some 
of the legal gentlemen are of the opinion that 
this can be done, but the buyers want to be 
made perfectly sure of an undisputed and 
clear title before they pay their money. 
THE SURVEYING PARTIES, 

under Chief Engineer Dunn, are just wind- 
ing up their work thisweek. It is designed 
to have all the estimates for the new road, if 
it is to be built, ready in September, so that 
contracts can be let and construction com- 
menced. ‘The engineers think they have laid 
out a route which 1s a great improvement on 
the Missouri Pacitic. It will cut down the 
distance between St. Louis and Franklin four 
miles, will have better grades and will allow 
the distance to be made inside of an hour. 
Coming east from Franklin the line crosses 
the Meramec and runs some distance 
south across a bend of some miles. In this 
Way the curves and heavy cuts north of 
the river are avoided. The line crosses to the 
north side of the Meramec, and strikes the 
Missouri Pavilic just east of Kirkwood, but 
continues south of the old road until nearly 
to Girand avenue, where it goes to the north 
and comes into the citv alongside of the 
western division of the Wabash. If the pro- 
posed trade with the Missouri Pacific is not 
effected the San Francisco people expect to 
be running over their own road intothe city 
within eighteen months at the longest.
